Filmmaking isn’t that much ofa stretch from TV, according to the 
unapologetically confident funnyman. 

“It wasn’t any different from directing the TV shows, actually,” 
Gervais says. “I knew where I was with comedy and I did it. It’s just 
on celluloid, takes a bit longer with a bigger budget. Fundamentally, 
direction is about taste. It was a great experience, we were left alone 
to do what we wanted.” 

That said, Gervais was not so arrogant that he failed to learn a 
thing or two. 

“It’s a little different in film, in that it’s also a bit about beauty,” he 
notes. “I was a real sucker for the comedy and we always shot with 
two cameras, so I thought I would also shoot this with two cameras. 
But when I saw how great it could look one shot at a time, I came over 
to the old school.” 

Though he brags/admits to having always been clever, Gervais 
tends to observe and learn at a deliberate pace rather than brashly 
plunging ahead. The son of a Francophone from London, Ontario, 
and an Englishwoman his dad met in Britain during World War IJ, 
Ricky grew up wanting to be a rock star. After that didn’t pan out, he 
went into music management and radio, where he hooked up with 
Merchant and eventually hatched The Office. 

Performing success didn’t come until his mid-30s. And although 
some have accused him of acting a bit too impressed with himself — 
and he doesn’t go to great lengths to counteract that impression in 
conversation — maturity certainly informs his views on the excesses 
of modern celebrity. 

“I want people to know there’s a big difference between a Big 
Brother winner and Robert De Niro,” he says. “There’s nothing wrong 
with being famous, but it depends on what you do. Once a journalist 
rubbed me the wrong way when she asked, ‘What advice would you 
give to other people who want to become famous?’ I said, ‘I’d tell 
them to go out and kill a prostitute.’ They looked at me as if I was 
mad. But my point is, if you want to do anything to become famous, 
there is no difference now between fame and infamy. 

“I’m so phobic about the celebrity end of the business,” adds 
Gervais, who lives in London (England) and New York with his com- 
panion of 26 years, writer-producer Jane Fallon. “I don’t want to invite 
people into my home and take pictures, I don’t want to go to premieres 
and celebrity parties. But I want to shout from the rooftops: ‘Come 
and see my film!’ But not at any price.” 

And not for just any movie. Gervais has been quite picky since 
Hollywood started calling — just a few supporting roles in friends’ 
films such as Ben Stiller’s Night at the Museum hits and Guest’s 
For Your Consideration (which he effortlessly stole), and a single lead 
in last year’s well-reviewed Ghost Town. Call it conceit or exercising 
good taste, but one thing Ricky Gervais seems dead serious about is 
not selling out. 

For any reason — even the ones a clever fellow’s own psyche 
might trick him into believing.

ver the past few years Michael Sheen has become 
famous for, well, playing other famous people. He 
embodied thoughtful and deliberate British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair in 2006’s The Queen, then turned 
around and nailed TV interviewer and brash socialite 
David Frost in last year’s Frost/Nixon. 

Now he’s done it again, turning in a stellar performance as yet 
another well-known figure. The film, The Damned United, was released 
in the U.K. this past spring and, as of press time, had an astonishing 
100 percent approval rating on RottenTomatoes.com, a website that 
creates average film scores based on published reviews. 

Problem is, few people in North America have heard of the guy 
Sheen plays — British football manager Brian Clough. 
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“My suspicion is that the film is still entertaining and accessible for 
someone who knows nothing about any of those things and I hope 
that’s born out,” Sheen says over the phone from London where he’s 
just arrived home after a day of rehearsals for The Special Relationship, 
in which he’ll play Blair yet again. 

Considered one of the best football (or, as we’d say, soccer) man- 
agers of all time, Clough was famous as much for his cockiness and 
habit of giving explosive interviews as he was for his talent on the 
field. “It’s hard to find someone who hasn't heard of, or know anything 
about, Brian Clough in this country, he was such a hugely well-known 
figure,” says Sheen. 

Clough eventually won back-to-back European Cups in 1979 and 
°80 with Nottingham Forest, but the film — which is based on the

book by David Peace — concentrates on his early years when as 
the manager of Derby County he was nearly destroyed by his bitter 
rivalry with Leeds United manager Don Revie (Colm Meaney). In 
1974 Clough became Revie’s successor at Leeds, which seemed like a 
dream job, except that his hated rival’s team was still fiercely loyal to 
its old boss. 

In terms of finding a North American audience, the film will get a 
little help when it screens at this month’s Toronto International Film 
Festival before hitting theatres September 25th. 

It'll be Sheen’s second trip to the fest; he was in town six years ago 
for Bright Young Things. “I really enjoyed it,” he says. “The difficult 
thing I find about film festivals is that always want to go and watch 
lots of films and it turns out you can’t as much as you’d like because

you have to do publicity for the film that you’re in. But I remember 
having a really good time at Toronto. It seems like a real filmgoers 
festival, 1 remember big queues of people getting into films. So I’m 
really looking forward to it.” 

Indeed, The Damned United has plenty to keep a soccer illiterate 
captivated, starting with Sheen’s performance. There are obvious 
parallels to his portrayal of David Frost — both characters are cocky 
and arrogant. But unlike lesser actors who would deliver a shaded 
version of the same character, Sheen’s Clough is completely different 
from his Frost. 

“For all his self-confidence and arrogance [Clough] seemed to me 
very much driven by an anxiety and insecurity and a need to be val- 
idated by, I guess, achievement,” says the 40-year-old continued > 
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>>> actor who was, himself, a pretty good soccer player as a boy. He was 
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even scouted by Arsenal to join its youth team, “but it would have 
meant going to live in London when I was 12 and my family lived in 
Wales...that wasn’t going to happen.” 

Unfortunately, Brian Clough died of stomach cancer five years ago. 
But had he still been alive, Sheen wouldn’t have met with him any- 
way. “I’ve found in playing real people it tends to help to not actually 
meet them, certainly for a long time whilst you’re working on the 
character,” says Sheen. 

Which is one of the reasons that, despite playing Tony Blair in the 
2003 BBC TV movie The Deal, again in The Queen, and now for a third 
time in The Special Relationship (about Blair’s relationship with U.S. 
President Bill Clinton), Sheen hadn’t met the man until an L.A. dinner 
party earlier this year. 

“I felt at this point it was sort of safe for me to meet him,” says 
Sheen. “He was very charming and he looked very relaxed, like he 
was having a good time no longer having the pressures of being 
Prime Minister on his shoulders.” 

But there must have been some discomfort. After all, one of the 
most interesting things about The Queen, just as with The Damned 
United, is that it gives the impression of being factual when, in reality, 
all of its interior moments and private conversations are largely 
made up by the screenwriter — who in both cases is Sheen’s long- 
time collaborator Peter Morgan. 

“Well, I was very gratified,” Sheen recalls of his brief conversation 
with Blair. “He was asked by someone who was there with him how 
accurate the film The Queen was and he said it was pretty darn close. 
So no greater praise, really, in terms of the veracity of the project 
from the man himself who was in on all those conversations. 

“I trust Peter Morgan’s research and his ability to get to at, let’s say, 
the spirit of the truth, or the spirit of what’s going on, if not the exact 
wordings,” Sheen continues, “and 1{1 felt that it was playing too fast 
and loose with the truth then I would have a problem with it.” 

Sheen doesn’t have to worry about the veracity of his next project, 
the Twilight sequel New Moon, out in November. After having played 
Lucian, leader of the vampire-battling werewolves in three Underworld 
movies, Sheen is stepping over to the other side to play Aro, leader of 
Twilight’s ancient Italian vampire coven, the Volturi. 

“My stock answer is that the tailoring is always better with 
vampires,” Sheen says with a laugh. “I’ve had to do all these films as

a werewolf just wearing dirty old leather and watch people like 
Bill Nighy and Kate walking around in these beautiful clothes.” 

“Kate” is Kate Beckinsale, Sheen’s partner from the mid-1990s 
until 2002 and the mother of his 10-year-old daughter Lily. “My 
daughter is a huge fan of the Twilight series,” Sheen says, revealing 
his true motivation for playing Aro. “Having never been able to be 
a part of the Harry Potter films, probably the only British actor 
who isn’t in the Harry Potter films, it was nice to have the oppor- 
tunity to be in something that my daughter would appreciate.” 

Which makes for quite an eclectic resumé — from Underworld’s 
campy sci-fi to Oscar-calibre films like The Queen, Frost/Nixon and 
The Damned United to the teen-bait Twilight flicks. 

“It does tend to be a very zig-zaggy path,” concedes Sheen. 
“Obviously, Iam picking things subconsciously that are very dif- 
ferent from what I’ve done last. I guess there must be an element 
of a change is as good as a rest. But I like to think that I have a 
broad spectrum of taste.” ἢ

efore Canadian Idol, before So You Think You Can Dance, 
there was Fame, the 1980 movie about kids with talent 
trying to prove themselves at a high school for the 
performing arts. Although it featured songs and dance 
numbers, Fame took an honest, not-so-pretty look at 
the hard work and heartbreak that goes into training to 
become a performer. 

Now another generation gets the chance to experi- 
ence Fame with this month’s remake, starring up-and- 
comers Naturi Naughton, Anna Maria Perez de Tagle, 
Kay Panabaker, Walter Perez and Kherington Payne as 
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some of the students who learn what it takes to break into show biz. 

“Everyone who was part of this movie wanted to do the original 
justice, and I think we really did,” says de Tagle on the line from L.A. 
The 18-year-old plays fiery actor Joy in the new movie. “The characters 
and storylines aren’t exactly the same, but you’ll definitely notice the 
similarities. We tried to make this generation’s Fame just as real and 
gritty as the 1980 classic.” 

De Tagle, best known for her role as Ashley Dewitt in the Hannah 
Montana TV series and as Ella in Camp Rock, didn’t attend an artsy 
high school, but that was because she was already a professional 
actor by age 15. 


“My parents never wanted me to be in the business,” says de Tagle. 
“I literally had to beg them. I got an agent from being on Star Search 
and they said, ‘Are you sure you want to do this because you have to 
have a thick skin, and we’re scared people will be rejecting you, and 
rejection is so hard.” 

But de Tagle wouldn’t give up her dream, a trait she learned from her 
grandmother, legendary Filipina singer and actress Sylvia La Torre. 
“My grandmother was a big influence,” she says. “I grew up watching 
her on stage. She would always grab me from the audience to sing 
and perform with her at her concerts.” 

It’s a very different story for 19-year-old Kherington Payne, who 
plays snotty dance pupil Alice. You may remember Payne as one of 
the more popular dancers from season four of So You Think You Can 
Dance. Fame director Kevin Tancharoen saw Payne on the show, and 
when she was eliminated asked her to audition for the movie. 

“Kevin thought, ‘She can dance, let’s see if she can act.’ And I guess 
I did pretty good,” Payne says with a laugh via cellphone from her 
home in Anaheim, California. But don’t think the audition was a 
piece of cake for the Whittier, California, native. 

“Oh my God I was so nervous,” she remembers, “I almost walked 
out. 1 didn’t feel prepared, I had never done anything like this. I called 
my mom and said, ‘I’m just going to go home mom, I don’t feel like 
this is right for me.’ She said, ‘Just stay, stick it out, they know that 
you’re not an actress, you're fine.’ So I ended up staying.” 

Payne fell in love with dancing at an early age, but acting was 
never far from her thoughts. 

“I dreamed of being both a dancer and an actor,” she says, “but I 
had the opportunities to be a dancer more than I did to be an actress. 
Everyone has that in the back of their minds, ‘I want to be famous, I 
want to be an actress.’ But dance was my whole life, and So You Think 
You Can Dance did wonders for me.” 

Both de Tagle and Payne are here to tell anyone who dreams of 
becoming an actor, dancer or singer that it can happen to you, but it 
takes a lot of hard work. 

“It’s all about sacrifice, hard work and perseverance,” says de Tagle. 
“Because I really wanted this I would miss parties on the weekend 
when I was growing up. Instead, I’d go to musical theatre practice or 
acting classes or voice lessons. You have to sacrifice a lot, that’s the 
number one thing. 

“And you have to love it,” de Tagle continues. “I know a lot of 
parents here in Hollywood are forcing their kids to go into show 
business for their sakes, and you can’t really force your kid to do it 
because they have to love it, I mean I begged my parents.” 

“If you love it — if you have that goal — you can so do it, it’s not 
even funny,” says Payne. “I was a regular girl, I was going to school 
and I was going to be a nurse. I wasn’t planning on doing anything, 
but I took a chance andI worked my butt off and it happened...it was 
so crazy. I’m a true believer that miracles do happen, and if you put 
your efforts towards it, it will happen, one way or another. Good 
things happen to good people.” 5

playing the object of Sandra Bullock’s 
obsession.

radley Cooper began the year as something of a poor man’s 
Matthew McConaughey, a great-looking actor blessed with great 
hair and an innate ability to maintain a perfect layer of facial 
stubble. But outside of his turn as Rachel McAdams’ aggressively 
obnoxious boyfriend in Wedding Crashers, Cooper hadn't really 
punched through into the public’s consciousness. 

That relative anonymity ended this summer when his raunchy, 
boys-gone-wild comedy The Hangover became the highest-grossing 
R-rated comedy of all time. Mix in Cooper’s appearance earlier this 
year in the ensemble romantic-comedy He’s Just Not That Into You 
and a lead role in the upcoming All About Steve continued 
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2.9.9. and you have the clear makings of a career year for the 34-year-old. 


“The attention is great because it means I made some good choices,” 
Cooper says in a recent Los Angeles interview. “When we were making 
The Hangover, we all knew we had something really special.” 

All About Steve was actually shot before The Hangover, but arrives 
later after having its release date bumped from March of this year to 
September. Cooper plays the title character, a cable news cameraman 
who’s convinced that he’s being stalked by a kooky crossword-puzzle 
designer (Sandra Bullock). 

Cooper has nothing but good things to say about the film — 
except for the premise, which he finds a bit incredible. 

“When I was auditioning for it, I figured if I was in the audience, 
ΓΔ think, ‘Hey guy, it’s Sandra Bullock. What’s your problem?’” Cooper 
recalls. “Now, I’ve never been stalked, but if I was being stalked by 
Sandra Bullock, that stalking would end very soon.” 

The movie’s complication is that Bullock’s character, Mary, really 
isn’t a psychotic. Delusional? Sure. Desperate? A little. Mary believes, 
after one blind date, that Steve is her soulmate. Steve doesn’t share 
that belief and takes a natural out — he’s leaving on assignment for 
Oklahoma. But then Mary shows up in Oklahoma, and everything 
isn’t OK. 

“I think most people would be bemused,” says All About Steve 
director Phil Traill of the premise. “And he’s brilliant at it, Bradley. He 
gives it such great nuance. He’s not all out scratching his head. 
Bradley excels at giving a realistic portrayal of a character, so you 
don’t really feel there’s any acting going on. It’s a real person feeling 
something.” 

You certainly got that impression watching Cooper in The Hangover 
as his character coped with the morning-after effects (a tiger in the 
bathroom, a baby in the closet, a missing groom) of a Vegas binge 
bachelor party. Here Cooper showed his talent for playing an arrogant 
leader of the pack, the kind of guy who thinks he knows all the 
answers and would, without any guilt, funnel his high school stu- 
dents’ field-trip money into his gambling reserves. 

Cooper snagged “Comedy Star of the Year” honours at this year’s 
ShoWest, an annual convention for movie exhibitors, and it was 
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Sandra Bullock and Bradley Cooper in All About Steve 


largely connected to his work in The Hangover. Cooper believes the 
movie worked so well because it had Vegas in its blood, filming on 
location in Sin City for the first month of the 45-day shoot. 

“We stayed at Caesars Palace for a month and let me tell you man, 
it was intense,” Cooper says. “You get up in the morning, you walk 
downstairs and you hear those slots, man. All day long. The world is 
completely indifferent to what you’re doing. For two days we’re 
making a movie in the valet area, right at the entrance to the casino, 
and you walk 10 feet into the revolving doors and no one cares that 
you’re shooting a movie. It’s all about the nickel slots.” 

Hearing the jingle-jangle of those slots for a month straight worked 
on Cooper’s psyche. Like most who go to Vegas from Los Angeles, 
Cooper sees the city as a weekend destination whose allure wears 
thin after 48 hours. 

“Being there for a month was like being on some weird acid trip, it 
really was,” Cooper says. “It messes with your chemistry, which was 
perfect for the movie. 


“Most films key in on the glamour of Vegas,” Cooper adds. “[This] 
was Vegas during the day. And you don’t ever want to see Vegas 
during the day. It’s ugly.” 

No word yet whether Cooper and the boys will return to that 
ugliness in the inevitable Hangover sequel, which Warner Bros. 
began developing even before the movie crossed $200-million in 
ticket sales. Cooper just returned from promoting the film overseas, 
but has been in the news lately as much for going out to dinner with 
Jennifer Aniston as he has for starring in one of the summer’s 
biggest movies. 

“Well, he definitely gets noticed,” Traill says, recalling playing 
tennis with Cooper and how the actor attracted plenty of attention 
from the opposite sex, most of which was focused on his physique 
and not his volley. 

“But guys like him as well,” Traill adds. “He’s fairly alpha male — 
blue-eyed, blond hair, built. He’s not a girlie guy. So you can imagine 
him getting angry and being macho.”

Cooper displays little of that edge in conversation, happy to chat up 
co-stars (Ken Jeong, the effeminate Asian crime lord in The Hangover 
and a co-star in All About Steve, is a particular favourite), express an 
undying love for his dogs (he has a German Shorthaired Pointer and 
a Chow-Retriever mix) and talk about his participation in a USO tour 
in Afghanistan this past February.
